A Levittown mother was 
sentenced to Bucks Coun­ 
ty Prison yesterday in con­ 
tempt of court because she 
didn’t surrender her son to 
juvenile authorities.

HARRISBURG 
(UPI) - The 
state’s top education official to­ 
day denied a Republican charge 
that he called a meeting of his 
bureau chiefs recently to push the 
sale of $100 Democratic fund­ 
raising tickets among employees. 


The charge was leveled by Re­ 
publican State Chairman George 
I. Bloom who said that Boehm 
had called a “very hush-hirsh 
meeting of many of his bureiu 
chiefs” on Aug. 22 to push the 
fund-raising drive. 


Dr. Charles H. Boehm, state 
public instruction superintendent, 
said in a statement that “Al­ 
though politics has never been a 
major motivation in my life, I 
am a Republican and have been 
since I was old enough to vote.” 


“Mine was not a political ap­ 
pointment,” Boehm said. “Gover­ 
nor Leader (former Gov. George 
M. Leader) who appointed me 
did not ask my political affiliation 
—nor did Governor Lawrence, 
who reappointed me. These facts 
alone should be adequate to an­ 
swer Mr. Bloom. To make it crys­ 
tal clear, however, no such meet­ 
ing as Mr. Bloom described oc­ 
curred.” 


Bloom contended that “ne^r 
the close of the meeting, Dr. 


Boehm explained that there had 
been complaints from the gover­ 
nor's office about the few HOO 
tickets being sold in the depart­ 
ment." 


Dr. Boehm also urged his sub­ 
ordinates “to get their employes 
to join the Democratic party reg­ 
istration drives,” Bloom said.

For many people in Bris­ 
tol, the cost of a glass of 
water has never been so high 
as it is now — all because 
of water meters which have 
been put in during the last 
year. 


Some residents of the bor­ 
ough have received their wa­ 
ter bills — and discovered 
that they are more than 
twice what they paid last 
year, when the bill was as­ 
sessed on a different basis. 


One angry resident com­ 
plained to the Courier-Times 
that his water bill had gone 
up from $20 last year to $60 
for the first six months of 
this. 
She’U See Council

A woman said that her bill 
had gone up considerably 
and that she intended to see 
borough council about it. 


“There must be something 
wrong. 
I 
feel 
they 
will 
straighten this out,” she said. 


A third person, living on 


Beaver Dam Road, said his 
bill showed a rise of IOO 
per cent — from $30 to $60. 
“ I thought it was extraor­ 
dinary, but I’m not worried 
about it,” he said. “I im­ 
agine it will all be settled.” 


Discussing the manner in 
which the borough’s water 
supplies were being handled, 
he said, “I don’t think they 
should be in the water busi­ 
ness in the first place. It 
takes capable people to run 
a business,” he said. 


Explained By Major 


One of the people who 
does run the town's water 
supply is Borough Engineer 
William Major, and he ex­ 
plained why some bills have 
gone up. 
Before the meters were put 
in, people were charged a 
flat rate for their water, he 
said. This rate was based 
on the number of spigots. 


But whether a person left 
a hose running in the back 
yard all day long throughout 
the summer, or whether he 


I U 


used none at all, the rate 
was the same. 


With the introduction of 
meters, 
all 
this 
changed. 
Borough r e s i d e n t s were 
charged for the amount of 
water actually used — and 
those who have used a lot 
have had to pay for it, Major 
said. Before the meters were 
installed, some people may 
have been overpaying, and 
others underpaying. 
“No Big Rush” 


“If anyone had any com­ 
plaints, they should call at 
the 
borough 
water 
office 
where the matter will be ex­ 
plained,” Major said, “but 
there has been no big rush 
of complaints.” 


The new meter system, 
after one year of operation, 
seems to have been success­ 
ful in helping the borough 
conserve water during dry 
spells. 
The 
meters 
have 
made people more water- 
conscious, said Major, and 
demand for water has gone 
down.

LONDON (UPI)—Dr. Robert A. 
Soblcn's heart weakened and his 
condition 
caused 
his 
doctors 
grave anxiety today more than 24 
hours after he swallowed an over­ 
dose of barbiturates. 


The convicted Soviet spy still 
was unconscious. His condition 
was so grave that British author­ 
ities gave up hope for the present 
of deporting him to the United 
States to start serving a life term 
in prison. 


The 61-year-old Lithuanian-born 
and American-naturalized psychi­ 
atrist took the barbiturates some­ 
time Thursday as he was about 
to be placed aboard a New York- 
bound jetliner. How he obtained 
the drugs and how he managed 
to take them despite a tight se­ 
curity watch were the subject of 
an intensive Scotland Yard inves­ 
tigation. 


He was unconscious when taken 
to Hillingdon Hospital after his 
ambulance was diverted at the 
last minute as it entered London 
Airport. He remained unconscious 
as the second day wore on, with 
his condition apparently growing 
worse. 


Doctors said they were worried 
about his heart. 


“His heart is showing signs of 
exhaustion,’’ said a bulletin is­ 
sued by Hillingdon Hospital. “His 
condition gives rise to anxiety."

W ABINGTON (UPI) — 
President Kennedy today 
asked Congress for author­ 
ity to order up to 150,000 
members of the ready re­ 
serve of the armed forces 
to active duty because of 
the tense international sit­ 
uation, 
including 
Berlin 
and Cuba. 


Specifically, Kennedy asked for 
the authority to call the reserv­ 
ists to active duty during the pe­ 
riod between congressional ad­ 
journment expected within the 
next few weeks and next Febru­ 
ary 28, about two months after 
the new session of Congress con­ 
venes. 


The Chief Executive’s request 
was contained in the draft of a 
bill sent to the House and Senate 
in the early afternoon shortly be­ 
fore Kennedy departed for New­ 
port, R.I., to spend the weekend 
with his family. 


In August last year, faced with 
an earlier Berlin crisis, Kennedy 
asked and received authority to 
call 250,000 reservists. The White 
House pointed out today that 
since last August, however, the 
Army has established two new 
regular divisions and added to 
the strength of other services. 


Press Secretary Pierre Salinger 
declined to relate the President’s 
request specifically to either Ber­ 
lin or Cuba. But he said it 
stemmed from “the critical na­ 
ture of the international situa­ 
tion.” 


He also disclosed that the Presi­ 
dent discussed the reserve pro­ 
posal last Tuesday with the con­ 
gressional leaders of both parties 
who were called to the White 
House primarily to discuss the 
build-up of Russian aims and 
men in Cuba. 


The President’s action came 
less than two hours after Repub­ 
lican leaders called for a For­ 
mosa-type declaration to deal with 
the Cuban situation. 


The GOP leaders proposed that 
Congress give the President au­ 
thority to use troops, if necessary, 
to meet the threat created by So­ 
viet strenghening of the Castro 
regime in Cuba. 


The Republican spokesmen said 
in making the proposal that they 
had not discussed the resolution 
with Kennedy in advance.

When Clay returned to Berlin 
as President Kennedy’s Berlin 
adviser after the wall went up, 
he sent tanks to Friedrichstrasse 
on the East-West Berlin border, 
but the tanks stopped at the line 
and respected East German sov­ 
ereignty, the newspaper said. 
People’s Army charged th e 
Western Allies with using the air 
corridors to Berlin illegally to fly 
in spies and saboteurs. It repeat­ 
ed the familiar Communist de­ 
mand that a peace treaty ending 
Western rights must be signed 
soon.
